There is more money in circulation and fewer things to 
spend it on than ever before in peace time. The set-up _ 
should be perfect for PLENTY OF EDUCATION FOR 
EVERYBODY, And vet, more than 15,000 of our children 
are conde:nned to mail-box education, and some thousands 
more get none at all. 

This looks like a man-made crisis in education which | 
au Wise administration could clean up if it really believed 
that good schools and good teachers should be the first 
vall upon the province's resources.

If the crust of the earth were only ten feet thicker 
there would be no oxygen, without which all animal life 
must die, If the ocean was a few feet deeper carbon di-, 
oxide would be absorbed and no vegetation life could!

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COST OF FOOD AND 
CLOTHES HAS BEEN RAISED 


The Prices Board has announced 


a series of substantial price in- 
creases which Will eventually 
boost the cost-of-living as it) con-| 


cerns the Canadian kitchen, bed- 
room and bath. 

The increases, which cover a 
variety of things from soap chins 
to shortening and bedspreads and 
even invade the field of clothing. | 
result from the reduction of gov- 
ernment subsidies being paid on 
cotton, oils and fats. 

The board said that increases in 
the products embracing fats and 
oils are allowable Saturday, Feb 
ruary 1. It was emphasized, how- 
ever, that no retail price increases 
will be allowed on cotton products 
until present inventories of varns 
and fabric are used up. A board 
spokesman said it was impossible 
to say when this would be without 


having a complete inventory of 
present stocks on hand across 
Canada. 

The board accompanied its refer- 
ences to textile advances with the 
statement that after this adjust- 


ment no further consumer price in- 
creases appear likely and disclosed 
these changes. 

Prices of leather gloves and mitts 
may be increased from 11 to 16%» 
per cent on stock bought after Jan- 
uaryv 31 while increases of five to 
25 per cent will be permitted in 
the prices of knitted underwear 
and outerwear, hosiery, shirts, cot- 
ton work clothing and a variety of 
miscellaneous products when pre- 
sent inventories of varns and fab- 


ries have been depleted.

WHAT MAKES WOOL SHRINK? 

Many new processes are on the 
market which now claim to over- 
come the age-long problem of wool 
shrinkage. This friendliest fibre to 
man has kept him warm and healthy 
for centuries. but at the same time 
has created problems through its 
properties that make it distinctly 
the success it has been 

If vou could look at wool fibres in 
a magnified form under a micros- 
cope you would see that they are 
covered with tiny scales which all 
point to the tip—rather like a head 
of barley or oats. Because these 
scales all point one way they can 
move or “creep” in only one direc- 
tion. 

Squeezing and rubbing which 
takes place during washing makes 
the fibres move over each other 
the one-way scales will not let them 
move back again. When material | 
squeezed by hand or put through 
a_ roller, the fibres bunch up to 
gether in a smaller space—and the 
underwear or shrink. Hot 
water and soap not the main 
causes of damage is the action of 
rubbing and washing that does the 
damage. 

How to get rid of the scales on 
wool fibres after the spinning pro- 
cess has been completed has been 
the problem of manufacturers. The 
scales are necessary so that spin 
ning can be executed and vet knit- 
{ing or weaving can take place at
